No development of modern civiliza- 
tion is more striking or significant 
than the steady drift of population 
from tho country to the cities. It is 
not a characteristic of any one nation 
or race. With so few exceptions that 
they only establish the rule, it holds 
true of the civilized world. 

A recent report by Consul Uydor, 
of Copenhagen, calls attention to this 
feature of tho last Danish census. 
The kingdom contains 1,080,257 in- 
habitants, which is an increase of 
185,586 over the previous census Ion 
before. By far the largest pro- 
portional gam was made in the capital, 
the population of Copenhagen having 
grown at the annual rate of S.68 par 
com. during tho last decade. The 
provincial towns throughout the coun- 
try show uniformly large gains, while 
the growth of the rural districts \, 
slower than ever before, being only G.l 
per cent, for the ten years, as 
!>. ? per cent, in the first decade of the 
century. The result of this move- 
ment from country to town is seen in 
the much smaller relative differ* i 
between the population of the rural 
districts and that of the cities than 
that which formerly existed. Pi 1840, 
the population of the rural distrii 
was nearly four times that of all I 
cities. Isow the ratio is only 2J to 1. 
The relative growth of the urban 
population in the Pn 
been still more rapid. In L800, 1 
than 4 per cent, of the inhabitants 
lived in tho six cities, and the propor- 
tion increased during the next -to 
years only 8.5 per cent, in the It 
cities that existed in 1840. But in 
the SUOOOeding to years this per cent- 
age was nearly trebled, rising L8.5 per 
cent, m I860, Kkl in 1860, 20.9 in 
1870 and DS.6 in 1880, when the num- 
ber of cities had grown to 28ti. The 
census of 1890 will almost certainly 
show that a full quarter of the inhabi- 
tants of the United Slates live in its 
cities, against only a thirtieth of the 
whole population in 1790. 

The change is even more striki, 
when the motroplis alone is consul 
ed. In 1800, Mew York cite had 80,- 
489 inhabitants out of the 580,051 in 
tho State, and tho 5,808,488 in the 
country. In 1880, it, had L,S06,898 
inhabitants, out of 5,082,871 in the 
State, and 50,155,788 in the country. 
In other words, at the begining of flic 
century New York city contained on- 
ly about one-tenth the whole popula- 
tion of Now York State, and one- 
oighty-seventh part of the population 
of the whole country ; in 1880, it 
contained almost one-fourth of all the 
people in the State, and nearly one- 
fortieth of all the people in the 
country. 

There is abundant food for reflection 
in such figures and comparisons as 
these. They show how very different 
a country is the United States of to- 
day, with about one-fourth of the 
people living in cities, from the United 
Stales of President Wash; iay, 

when the half-do/.en towns dignilied 
with the name of cities had altogether 
but 131,472 inhabitants to a rural 
population almost thirty times as 
groat. They indicate the gravity of 
the new problems in government with 
which such a massing of population 
within city limits confronts modern 
civilization. — Hrookh/n Union.

Twenty-five or twonty-six years ago, 
the writer, then a pupil at the llarl 
ford School had his curiosity aroused 
hy the discovery that many of bis 
school-mates could hear better than 
himself, and yet were dumli ajid in 
mosujcasestotally unable to distinguish 
one artkmlate sound from another. 

To procure reliable satieties he had re- 
ooonc to the following experiment. 

He could not hear water rushing from 
a faucet, into a marble basin, unless 
his ear was within a few inches of it. 
Stationing a large number of boys in 
turn with their hacks to the faucet, he 
found that at least, fifteen per cent, of 
thorn could hoar the sound distinctly, 
hcing able to make a certain sign 
d upon unerringly when tho 

water was turned off or on. To bis 
surprise a number of them could hear 
even the drip of water from the near- 
ly closed faucet. Teachers to whom 
be made known the "discovery" 
manifested little interest in it, and 
his proposal to have theso semi .leaf 
pupils taught by means of ear- 
trumpets was treated as M absurdity. 
Boy like, he, soon fired of his hobby 
and dropped tho matter. 

Years afterwards, at the Uclville 
nfioii, these experiments were 
mentioned in conversation with Dr. 
Peet at whose request a statement, of 
the facts, together with sonic sugges- 
tions as to tho possibities and dif 
lieu 1 ties of teaching the semi-deaf by 
means of acoustic appanitiiH, were 
written on the spur of the moment 
and lead to the Convention. 

Through tbe efforts of Prof. Cil- 
. of Nebraska, ably seoonded by 
Miss Mary McCouen, interest in 
aural teaching has at last been awak- 
ened. Whiff we IN as conlidenl, as 
we were a quarter of a century ago 
that many semi-deaf mutes can he 
taught through their hearing to 
and to understand what is sjiol 
them, further experiments and reflec- 
tion have satisfied us that (iffcen or 
twenty percent, is a greater propor- 
tion than can be heneliffed hy the 
aural method. The hearing of many 
mutes is wonderful acute in 

i to a certain class of sounds, 

while tiny are totally deaf to others. 

One of <>"*■ pupils, for example, would 

respond instantly to a shrill whistle, 
could hear the singing of a canary 
bird, hut, apparently, could hear no 

sound whatever pitched In a lower 

key. Another would respond to ins 
name spoken ill an ordinary lone, 
and yet, declared that he could lint, 
hear | whittle blown oloM to his ear. 
One Of the writer's ears is affected in 
the same way; he can hear Ihe tlnid 
of the chipper of a tea hell hut, not, 
tho trnuj of the. bell. 

From the foregoing it wonld appear 
that the hearing often lacks in quality 
as well as in quantity ; that injury to 
the Internal ear often throws the hear< 

ing out of balance, a* il were, and, in 

all probability renders the person so 

afflicted incapable of benefit from 
aural teaching.
